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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the Applicant has stated that the deformable 
surface of Nicosia does not concern a range of frequencies that the claimed invention requires. It is noted that a range of frequencies ha 
not been claimed. It is further noted that while the applicant discusses the use of a sound wave, this limitation has not been claimed. 
While a sound wave is a pressure wave, it is the receptor of the pressure wave and not the pressure wave itself which determines whethe 
the wave is a sound wave (i.e. as to whether the recipient of the wave is a capable of discerning the wave within the audible frequency 
band). The Nicosia reference discloses a deformable surface that radiates a pressure wave at a prescribed frequency that mimics the 
heartbeat of an animal. As the Nicosia reference is directed to creating a "positional signature", that is the slight displacement of the skin 
surface due to the activities beneath, which may include localized pulsing or throbbing due to blood flow (both relating to pressure waves) 
the refeence is directly related to the optimization of pressure waves and therefore meets the claim limitations. 
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
